Bishop Pierce was once preaching a thrill- 
ing sermon from the words: “Who is among 
you that feareth the Lord, that obeyeth the 
voice of his servaut, that walketh in darkness 
acd hath nolight? Let him trust in the 
name of the Lord, and stay upon his God,” 
when he advanced an idea which it would be 
well for every One to ponder. 

The exact words of the eloquent spetker 
cannot now be recalled, but be spuke of the 
great importance of possessing certain fixed 
principles, founced upon great truths on 
which we could all fall back for support in 
hours of weakness and temptation, when the 
very foundations seem tobe moving bencath 
ovr feet. 

There are moments ir life when the power 
of reasoning concerning the morality of our 
actions seems lost—wien the waves of sor- 
row or of passion seem toengulf the judg- 
ment, and leaveus atthe mercy of our 
emotions.

We thank God that the world, 
sin-smitten as it is, has yet been trodden 
by Enoch, Moses, Elijah Daniel, and all the 
glorious band of prophets, apostles, and mar- 
tyrs,and that even in these latter days noble 
men and women, who adhere to truth, jus- 
tice, virtue, and charity, and all that is true 
and holy, have swelled the numbers of that 
illustrious host, “part of whom have crossed 
the flood, and part are crossing now.”

NEW YORK.

This macket has been active and higher, 
with large sales; risein the price 1-2 a cent, 
thecause of which is the falling off of 20,000 
bales in the receipts this week, and # emalier 
export from this country than was expected, 
but this will increase our stocks here. 


DRY GOODS TRADE. 


This trade in New York ia atill very slack 
for the season of the year. Many jobbers 
and large dealers from other cities have come 
and gone home without buying in large 
quantities as it was supposed they would. 
Holders of large stocks are getting nervous 
over the moderate trade, and some of them 
have extended the time of thirty days cash 
bills to sixty days, whilst others, not wishing 
it to be generally known that they are doing 
this, have dated thirty days invoices a month 
ahead, thus actually giving sixty days credit 
without appearing to do so. Some good 
styles of calicoes are offered and pressed for 
sale at 9 cents. 


GENERAL REMARKS. 


The receipts are now 300,000 bales ahead 
of 1870-71, when the total crop was 4,350,000 
bales. On last Saturday, the 7th, and again 
onthe 9th, the price rosein New York on 
account of emaller receipts, and the talk of 
inflation of the currency in Washington. In 
fact, this last hes been aconstant prop to the 
market,the bulls generally believing that Con- 
gress would increase the volume of the 
legal tenders to 400,000,000, and probably- 
more, Wedo not agree with the inflation 
party in their views. Congress is acting over 
again the same role, and following the same 
ideas it did in February, 1870. Then, the 
lower house was largely in favor of increas. 
ing the debt, as it is now; but the older neads 
and more conservative Senate, would not 
listen to anything of thekind. We believe 
that although the Senate may raiify what 
Mr. Richardson has already done, it will not 
pass any law or resolution whereby the in- 
debtedness of the country will be increased 
materially beyond its present amount. 

Another prop to the market, this week has 
been that msny persons believing in higher 
gold and a sudden falling off in the receipts 
have bought largely of spet cotton on specu- 
lation. To show to what extent this has been 
done, the sales on last Monday and Tuesday 
were 4,641 bales, of which 2330 were for 
epeculation. 

Another class of dealers finding 
the future market one ce 
pound higher for April, and 2 cents a pound 
higher for June, have sold those months, at 
the high prices at which they are selliag, and 
then bought spot cotton at present prices; 
which they will hold until April or June, 
end then psy it out on their short contracts. 
In this way they will make one or two centsa 
pound, from which will be deducted the ex- 
pense of carrying the cotton from six to 
fourteen weeks. There is no risk and no 
speculation in this, and the profit can 
be calculated with a certainty. But 
this can only be done by persons 
doing business in New York, and having a 
plenty of ready money to pay cash down for 
the spots when they buy them. Last year 
they did not pay; for the difference in the 
months was only 33 cents, instead of 50 
cents, as itis now; and then money was 60 
per cent. per annum; whilst now it is only 
6 per cent. 


PROSPECTS. 


We cannot see any reason for cotton going 
up, and if we wished to buy, would wait a 
few weeks, until the size of the crop and the 
action of Congress on the currency question, 
were more definitely settled. We do not see 
any reason for futures teing higher, for 
weeks to come ; and they may be lower.

Well do I remember the im- 
pressiong made upon my mind as I passed 
‘along the line of railway, and witnessed 
your gallant men moving, in organized 
bodies, to the defense of your liber- 
ties. I havo never seen a more united 
people than the Carolinians were at that 
cime. 

Last Spring I again visited your State, 
end saw your people in their humiliation 
and distress.

I came last Spring on a mission in behalf 
of Washington and Lee University, and 
was much gratified at the liberal response 
of your people to the invitation to endow, 
in that University, a chair to bear the name 
of your State. A number of your best cit- 
izens manifested great interest in the 
scheme, and the short time I was in the 
State more than $13,000 were subscribed 
to the fund. I am now here to complete 
the fund to $50,000, the sum required 
for the permanent endowment of each 
chair. 

A subscription of $250 entitles the sub- 
‘scriber to a certificate with four coupons, 
each coupon entitling to tuition and other 
fees for one session in any of the academic 
or acientific schools of the University. The 
$250 in this way entitles to what would 
otherwise cost $400, or fore. Five hun- 
dred dollars entitles to ten such coupons, 
and $1,000 to twenty-fourcoupous. Pay- 
ments may be made in instalments without 
interest, and arranged to come lightly each 
year, until such time as it may be desired 
to use the tuition, when the balance of the 
subscription can be paid, and the certificate 
of scholarship issued. 

A subscription of any sum may be made, 
and divided into instalments to guit the 
wonvenience of the subscriber. 

A correct list of the subscriptions, with 
the name and residénce of each subscriber, 
is preserved in the archives of the Univer- 
‘sity, and where a subscriber is a Confeder- 
ate soldier, his rank and command are aiso 
recorded. 

The plan is to get a chair endowed trom 
each State with $50,000. 


ENDOWMENTS ALREADY MADE. 


The Missourians have already subscribed 
nearly $50,000 for the chair of applied] 
chemistry ; the Kentuckians $25,000 for 
«he chair of history and political economy ; 
the Louisianians $27,000 for the chair of 
modern lanzu2ces: the Tosxans $25 000 fo: 
the chair of applied mathematics; the Vir- 
zinians $25,000 for their chair, and each of 
these States will complete its cndowment 
to $50,000. 

In addition to this, the Confederate sol- 
‘diers and their friends are raising a fund 
for the endowment of the presidential 
chair as a memorial tribute to our noble 
«chief, 

The University now has an endowment 
of $300,000, and the aggregate capital of 
more than half a million dollars. Its 
finances have been managed with such 
ability, that while the University has been 
«xpanded, and its usefulness increased, it 
is free from debt. Its management com- 
mands the entire confidence of the public, 


_and the people of the South see that by 


uniting upon it they can make it such a 
University as will meet most fully the 
‘wants of the Southeen youth. 

It is attracting donations in large sums, 
the late R. H. Bayly, of New Orleans, hav-
